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Introduction to the Dover Edition 


The catalogue of the collectaon of ironwork in the 
Le Secq des Tournelles Museum jn Rouen was 
wntten by Henry Rend d’AlIemagne Born on 
July 30, 1863, hfarnes la-Coquctte (Scine*et Oisc) 
near Pans, he died there on December 25, 1950, 
after spending most of his hfe m Pans as a scholar 
and collector 

In the nineteenth century, and until quite recently, 
the “arts” were divided into two distinct groups 
the great arts — painting, sculpture, and architecture 
— and “minor,” or “decorative,” arts Henry 
Rend d’AlIemagne’s interest was attracted to the 
latter group, possibly because of the excellency of the 
old craftsmanship, but pnmanly because the objects 
of this type of art illustrate so well the various aspects 
of daily life and customs These themselves in* 
trigued him 

In the course of his long and productive life, 
Henry d’AlIemagnc built up a large collection of 
objects of “decorative” art It occupied three 
floors of his Pans house on the rue des Maihurins, 
and consisted pnmanly of Islamic art, as well as of 
metalwork of all eras, two branches of art which 
interested him more than any of the many other 
fields of knowledge m which he was an expert He 
started collecting at the age of seventeen, even 
before he had completed his studies After receiving 
a thorough classical education, he graduated in 1887 
from one of the most exacung places of learning the 
Ecole des Chartes, with the diploma of an “Archi- 
viste Paldographe” For his thesis he chose the 
subject of the Corporation des Serruners Pansicns — 
a corporation (or guild) whose craftsmen were both 
smiths and locfemiths Not satisfied with the mate 
rial he was able to glean from archives, and in order 
to famihanze himself with the practical side of the 
subject, he deaded to become an apprentice in a 
professional workshop 

During the years 1885-1890, he served as appien 
Uce in the workshop of the maitre serruner Pierre 


Boulcnger, a well-known smith of his time It was 
Pierre Boulenger whom Viollet-le Due — the famous 
rebuUder of medieval monuments damaged in the 
French Revolution — had asked to undertake the 
restoration of the iron mountings on the central door 
of the west facade of the Cathedral of Notre Dame m 
Pans There remains from d’Allemagne’s years of 
apprenticeship a wrought iron fire screen he made in 
18^ under the guidance of his teacher 
Monsieurd Allemagne’sinterests were widespread, 
It would be difficult to list them all He had a thirst 
for knowledge, and was in constant search for facts 
He wanted to know how the things he hked were 
made, and by whom, and how they were used and 
enjoyed, and under what circumstances Each 
object he acquired underwent a methodical and 
minute scrutiny of every detail He admired the 
skill and dedicauon of the old craftsmen, the mastery 
and ingenuity tvith which they insisted on the 
tcchmcal perfection of their work, and the care they 
lavished on the objects, in an effort to embeUish them 
beyond the requirements of everday use For in- 
formation, he went through archives, inventories, 
pnnts, catalogues, advertuements and price lists of 
merchants, and examined both private and public 
coHcctiom wherever he could find them His in- 
formation was always first hand, and when he bought 
he made his purchases himself both from pnvatc 
owners and from dealers 

He travelled extensively m the Near East and in 
Northern Africa In 1890, he went to the Trans- 
caspian regions, the access to which had been made 
easy by a railroad recently built by the Russian 
general Annenkoff In 1892, he made his first 
voyage to North Afnca, going to Morocco, Algiers, 
and Tunis by way of Spam, and returning through 
Italy In 1907, he repeated his tnp to Penia — 
everything Islamic fascinated him — and, m 1911, 
published four v o!um« of descriptions of his tra\ els 
It was from tnps like these that he brought back

the many objects of Islamic art which formed the 
bulk of his coUccliom Ht hUd to share with 
others the findings he made about the objecu he dw 
co\cred Henry d’Allcmagne enjoyed equiH) the 
acquisition of the objects, the extcnsiv c and thorough 
study he undertook of them, and the shanng, through 
pubheauon, of the results of his assiduous and careful 
work These publications, written with the com- 
bined enthusiasm of an amateur, a collector, a 
histonan, and a tra\ellcr, and wath the knowledge 
of a professional, arc an endless source of information 
for both scholars and laymen The list of his \ anoui 
publications at the end of this introduction, even if 
possibly not complete, will illustrate better than 
Mords can desenbe the extent and \anety of his 
interests They include descnptions of irasel, liis- 
toncal works and books on \anou3 "minor” arts 
he lo\ ed so well 

He was a member of the Sociiti des Bibliophiles 
Fran^ais, although he did not collect rare books him- 
self, a bibbethlcmrt honoram of the Bibhothcquc dc 
1 Arsenal, m which he spent many hours, and a 
member of the Soci^ti des Antiquaires dc France 
He ga^ e his collection of playing cards to the Cabinet 
des Estampes of the Bibliothique Nationale in Paris 
Monsieur d’Allemagne had many fnends among 
vmtcR, scholars and coUecton To name just a 
few, they included Albert Figdor, the Viennese 
banker, his fhend for thirty 6ve years, who assidu- 
ously collected, in order to recoostruct the surround- 
ings in which people had once lived, Victor Gay, 
collector and scholar, who left for posterity the 
Gtossaxu Archtologupte du ^lojen Agt tide la Renausanet, 
a dictionary which explains and often illustrates 
medieval and Renaissance objects and terms whose 
meaning has been lost ui the course of centuries, 
Camille Enlart, author of encyclopedic works on 
costume and architecture of the \Lddle Ages, and 
Henn Stem, objects from whose collection can be 
found in many museums today These scholars and 
collectors had one point in common they chose the 
objects for their collections, or the subjects for tbeir 
studies, in accordance with their personal interests 
They were also following the tradition of such col 
lectors of the earlier nmetcenth century as Du 
Sommerard, in France, whose collection was the 
foundation of the Gluny Museum in Fans, and 
Schnuetgen, m Germany, whose name the Schnuet 
gen Museum in Cologne bears, and of such collectors 
of records and aicimes as Dom Bernard dc Mont 
faucon and Franqois-Roger de Gaigmeres, m the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, without whose 
collections of drawing much of what has been since 
destroyed would have remained unknown to us 
Among d AUemagne s fnends was also Hcnn Le 
Secq des Toumelles, whom he first met during one of 
his vtsvis to an antique dealer in 18B2 Henn was 
the son of Louis Le Secq des Tournelles, who had 
started coUcctmg ui the 1870 s, after the Franco- 
Prussian war, when many objects of art were stiB in 


the hands of private owners who were wnlhng to sell 
them after the disasters of the French defeat. Henn 
Lc Sccq dcs Toumelles joined his father and later, 
with passion and dedication, continued his father’s 
workcfbuying from pnsatc houses and from dealers 
examples of antique ironwork which included both 
monumental pieces like church screens, balcony 
railings, or stair ramps and such delicate things as 
iron and steel jewelry, which could compete with the 
work of goldsmiths and siKenmiths 

Metalwork objects, cspeaally wrought iron, from 
Roman times to the first part of the nineteenth 
century, constitute tlic mam part of his collection of 
some 12,000 objects He lent lus collection to the 
Exposition Uniicrsellc of 1900 in Pans and, after 
tl»c cxiubtuon dosed, to the newly created Mus^c dcs 
Arts Difcoraufs, m the Pavilion de Marsan of the 
Louvtc IVhen, m >91 1, Rouen participated m the 
celebration of the millennial of the unification of 
Normandy with France, Le Secq dcs TourncUcs, of 
Norman ancestry, had the patriotic thought of pre- 
senting his collection to that aty In 1917 he noti- 
fied the municipality of Rouen that he was reads to 
offer It his tnlut collection as a pft The olTcr v»as 
accepted, and ironwork installed in the former 
church of Samt Laurent, known as the Tour de 
Samt-Laurent, which had been secularized some t25 
years eather, after the Revolution The collecuon 
in thu museum was intended not only for the pleasure 
of the general public and art hutonsns, but also for 
the use of craAsmen d«inng to perfect their skill by 
leanung from masterpirocs Since 1924, the year 
this catalogue was published, a number of pieces 
have been added to the museum’s collection, many 
of these w ere d’Allcmagne gifts The contents of the 
Museum had to be evacuated during the war years 
'939-‘&45. but were re installed in 1952 Henn Le 
dcs TourncUa died in 1925 
It was only natural that it was Henry-Ren^ 
d’ AUemagne, a friend of Le Sccq dcs Toumelles of 
some forty years’ standing, and his brother in the love 
for wrought iron, who was to write the catalogue 
OnginaUy d’ AUemagne intended to include in his 
cataJogue a vast explanatory text, for which he had 
studied aU available source matenal Unfortun 
ately the inclusion of an extensive text proved to be 
unpossible, and Monsieur d’ AUemagne had to post 
pone the pubhcation of this matenal He deaded 
to use It later The text which was planned to form 
a pan of the catalogue under the title oF"Serrurene 
monumcntale" was to be incorporated into his thsis 
for the Ecole des Chartes, Histoiy of the Loeksmths' 
OnpoTaUon The matenal on smaller objects in iron 
and steel were used for an extensw c work on costume 
accessones and household utensils m three volumes, 
published in 1928 Nevertheless the concise word- 
ing of the captions of the catalogue itself is sufficiently 
informafiv e to be of the greatest interest 

\V'hen we read the simple statement that certain 
objects were "made in Plombieres* or "made m 
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^^oull^s,” we are able, with the help of the illustra- 
tions, to call to mmd all the various techmques and 
types of objects this text implies When d’Alle- 
magne speaks of the “Berhn jewelry,” or of the 
“ Berhn cast iron,” he tells us not only of the place of 
ongin or of the unusual type of material used for new 
purposes, but also of certain characteristics of the 
objects and of historical facts connected with them 

Plombieres production of the early nineteenth 
century included, besides the purely utilitarian 
objects, also braziers, paperweights, pin boxes, 
candlesticks and candle extinguishers, clocks, card 
cases, and other items 

Moulms excelled in making scissors cases with 
openwork (a jour) decoration and iron and steel 
shuttles, and had a great reputation for fine cutlery 
in the mneteenth century 

The Berlin cast and filigree non jewelry was manu 
factored as a substitute for jewelry of precious 
metals, turned over to the government by patriotic 
Germans during the Napolcomc wars, to refill the 
depleted state treasury Therefore, one can find such 
iron jewelry bearing the inscnptions ‘ Gold I gave 
for iron,” or "Exchange made for the good of the 
Fatherland ” The idea was first brought into being 
by the French Nauonal Assembly in 1789, for the 
purpose of liquidation of the national debt, it was 


revived in Italy in the twentieth century, also for 
war needs The demand for the cast iron objects of 
art and for iron jewelry was furthered by the use of 
models and designs supplied by such outstanding 
German artists as Schinkel and Rauch, and by well 
known jewellers 

The Nuremberg strongboxes or coffers were made 
of (or reinforced by) iron and were provided with 
locks with elaborate and intncate mechanism under 
their lids 

The tentative catalogue numbers assigned to the 
objects in the onginal edition have been omitted 
here Letters of the alphabet have been added to 
many plates to facilitate the matching of illustrations 
with captions Inscnptions on objects have been 
translated, and occasionally a caption has been 
slightly emended or expanded to supply further 
background information 

Interest in this field is continuing and, no doubt, 
future pubbcalions both m Europe and the United 
Slates will popularize and enlarge the knowledge of 
ironwork However, Henry Ren^ d’Allemagne in 
his works has provided us with the most valuable 
matenal available
